ICE  CREAI4  PRODUCTION 

Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  during  August,  estimated  at 
78,020,000  gallons,  was  6 percent  greater  than  in  August  196^  and  3 percent  more 
than  the  I959-63  average  for  the  month,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports. 

Seasonally,  production  declined  3 percent  from  July,  compared  with  10  percent  at 
this  time  a year  ago  and  virtually  no  change  in  the  preceding  5-year  period. 
Temperatures  averaged  below  normal  during  August  in  most  of  the  country.  Areas 
with  temperatures  normal  or  above,  some  with  important  population  centers,  were  the 
following;  (1)  A large  western  area  including  the  Pacific  Coast  and  extending  east- 
ward along  the  northern  and  southern  borders;  (2)  North  Atlantic  sections  including 
New  York  City,  southern  New  England  and  Baltimore  and  V/ashington,  D.C;  (3)  Most 
of  the  South  Atlantic  Coast;  (i+)  A portion  each  of  Texas  and  Arkansas. 

Ice  cream  production  increased  from  August  I96L  in  all  regions  of  the 
country.  Increases  ranged  from  3 percent  in  both  the  East  North  Central  Region  and 
the  Mountain  States  to  12  percent  in  the  West  North  Central,  Output  was  up  7 per- 
cent in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  9 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic.  Other 
regional  gains  were  5 percent  in  the  South  Central  and  8 percent  in  the  Pacific. 

In  the  three  leading-producing  states,  manufacture  was  up  6 percent  in  New  York,  7 
percent  in  Pennsylvania  and  5 percent  in  California.  All  other  states  showed  in- 
creases except  New  Jersey,  Ohio,  West  Virginia,  Alabama  and  Oklahoma. 

Compared  with  the  August  1959-83  average,  production  increased  in  all  regions 
except  the  South  Central,  where  it  was  about  steady.  Output  increased  2 percent  in 
both  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  the  East  North  Central,  Production  gained  L per- 
cent in  the  West  North  Central  Region  and  3 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic.  In  the 
West,  output  was  1 percent  more  in  the  Mountain  States  and  11  percent  greater  in 
the  Pacific . Production  was  down  1 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  but  up  2 percent  in 
New  York  and  10  percent  in  California,  . .

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Production  of  ice  milk  in  the  United  States  "was  estimated  at  28_,  850,000 
gallons  during  August,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  is  11  percent  above 
August  196^  and  32  percent  greater  than  the  1959-^3  average  for  the  month. 
Cumulative  output  the  first  ei^t  months  of  this  year  vas  up  7 percent  from,  the 
same  months  in  1964  and  4o  percent  from  the  5-year  average.  Production  decreased 
7 percent  from  July  to  August  this  year,  compared  vith  12  percent'-at  this  time  in 
1964  and  only  1 percent  in  the  1959-^3  period.  All  regions  shoved  seasonal  de- 
clines except  the  South  Atlantic. 

Compared  vith  August  1964,  production  vas  dotm  sli^tly  ii;^  the  South  Central 
Region  and  vas  unchanged  in  the  North  Atlantic.  Substantial  increases  occurred  in 
all  remaining  regions  of  the  country.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


Sherbet  production  in  the  United  States  during  August  vas  estimated  at 
5,285,000  gallons  - 3 percent  more  than  both  in  August  1964  and  the  I959-63 
average  for  the  month.  The  total  through  August  this  year  vas  2 percent  less  than 
in  the  first  ei^t  months  of  1964,  but  4 percent  more  than  the  5 -year  average.  The 
seasonal  decline  from  July  to  August  vas  8 percent  this  year,  compared  vith  I7  per- 
cent in  1964  and  9 percent  on  the  average  in  the  1959-63  period.  Seasonal  losses 
occurred  in  all  regions  except  the  Mountain  and  the  Pacific . 

Compared  vith  August  1964,  output  decreased  in  the  East  North  Central  Region 
and  the  West  North  Central.  Increases  occurred  in  the  remaining  regions.

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"MELLORII®-TYPE”  FROZEN  DESSERTS  PRODUCTION 
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Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other 
than  milkifat  was  estimated  at  5,600,000  gallons  in  August.  This  is  1 percent  more 
than  in  August  1964  and  4 percent  greater  than  the  1959"^3  average  for  the  monidi. 
Total  output  in  the  first  eight  months  of  this  year  was  up  1 percent  from  the  corre- 
sponding period  in  1964  and  9 percent  from  the  5-yea3r  average. 

Production  declined  6 percent  from  July  to  August  this  year,  compared  with  8 
percent  at  this  time  in  1964.  Output  decreased  from  July  in  only  the  following 
states:  Illinois,  Missouri,  Oklahoma  and  Texas.  Production  was  unchanged  in 
Montana.  Increases  occurred  in  all  the  other  important -producing  states. 

Compared  with  August  1964,  output  was  smaller  in  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Texas 
and  Arizona.  Increases  were  shown  in  all  the  other  producing  states.

Manufacture  of  vrater  ices  in  the  United  States  during  August  totaled 
5,295^000  gallons  - l6  percent  greater  than  in  August  1964  and  l4  i>ercent  more  than 
the  1959-^3  average  for  the  month.  The  January- August  output  this  year  was  1 per- 
cent more  than  in  the  first  eight  months  of  last  year  and  8 percent  greater  than 
the  1959“^3  average.  Output  declined  17  percent  from  July  to  August.  This  compares 
with  31  percent  at  this  time  in  1964  and  l8  percent  on  the  average  in  the  preceding 
5-year  period.  Seasonal  decreases  occurred  in  all  regions  except  the  West. 

Compared  with  August  1964,  production  was  more  in  all  regions  of  the  country.
